spots, This done wring them out as
dry aa possible with the hands. Now
place the ofl sheet in the book and the
cloth thereon, and the leat of the copy
book om this. Next lay the lstter or
manusoript on this;, and if another shest
is to be copiled add another cil sheet, n
wetb cloth, the tissus leaf, and so on for
s mnny shests na there may be to copy.

By this process as many as twenty
sheets may be copied sucoessfully at the
same thme, while the most ré with
the brush, or any similur devica for
moistening the tisus lsaves, will some.
tirnes fail on o siugle copy. We retired
onr hair and felt brushes to make pluce
for the cheess cloth o number of yeam
ago, For typewriter work nothing ex-
vels the cloth. Clear coples may bo pro-
vured na long as there s enough ink left
on o ribbon to make an imypression.—
